Common Schawls. 

The oode of rules und regalntiona for 
the government and oianagement of the 
Common Sohoola of thiB colony, just 
imued by the Inspoctoi'-Grenerul, would 
appear to demand something more than 
a passing notice. Profoundly impressed, 
as wearo, with tho truth of the propo- 
Bitlon that intelligence is tho corners 
etono of a free government, and deeply 
aonsiblo of the importance of beginnings, 
in laying the foundation of the Educa- 
tional Institution*) of a new country, it 
is our earnest desiro to approach thin 
surject, not in a Carping, fault-finding 
Bpirit, bat with honesty, deconoy and 
modi-ration. And in doing this it would 
ill boeome us to withhold liom the gon- 
tloman appointed as over_e.or of Com- 
mon Schools in this colony ihtttmeed of 
praiso to which h'n evident zeal in the 
great oauHe of Educution so justly en. 
tides him. And yet no feeling of this 
sort must for a m.ment be permitted 
to maud in the way of that duiy wo owe 
to the public. It is in this spirit that 
we t-hall prooeod to point out some of 
thor-o Bunkon roi ks against which the 
drift-wcod and debris of religions pre- 
judice are likely to lodge and accumu- 
late, threatening ultimately to divide 
the great stream of national Etlticutiou 
into inefficient and worthless eoetarian 
rivulets, spreading dtaeosipoj hatred 
and narrow bigotry araoug tho people 
The first idea that suggens itBoll io the 
mind, in looking over the code of regu 
latious, is that they are surcharged with 
religion; and in comparing them with 
the Act it will be foui.d that there is too 
much religion ingrafted upon tho weuk 
stem— more than it will carry, more 
than it was deigned to carry. -For be 
it fiom us to make light of religion, or 
to deny it a plane in every-day life 
Doubtless. tho Christian religion is the 
national basis. Tho Constitution of the 
nat'on is based open it. Our laws are 
bated on it ; and our rulers and Jtidgoe 
are presumed to exercise their respect- 
ive lunctionB in harmony with the prin 
ciples and precepts contained in it But 
it must be obvious to every reflecting 
person that il wo are to bavo nation 
al schools, tho maintennnoo of which 
shall, in wuole or in pat t, forma charge 
upou State revenues, we cannot make 
them plaoos in wbicb religion shall be 
taught. Tho diversity of religious be- 
lief renders this irapossiblet Aod here 
we may be permitted to make an ex 
tract from a sermon delivered veiy ro- 
ctntly in one of our city pulpit*, as 
bearing directly upou tho present point 
The sermon was in behalf of Sabbath 
Schools, from Ecclesiastes, XI and 6 — 
' In the moroir g sow thy seed ': 

it But it seems to us that in the future 
history of tbis country tbe Sinday school 
shall supply a greater wunt aod be more 
thoroughly nectssary than it hfl3 been dur- 
iDg tbe years that are gone. We appear to 
have diifted into an era of mere secular edu- 
cation. Tbe coinmoo schools ol the future 
■ball, in all probability, be schools in which 
Cbildreo shall not nceive religious instruc- 
tion, where even tbe holy book itsell shall 
not beacmittei. Aod we con fees we can- 
not see bow tbe case can possibly bo other- 
wise, except by allempiing what seems to as 
upon ihe whole a greater evil — haviufr nur 
schools entirely sectarian, and bo breaking 
op the oommuDity into fractional and inefli 
cient schooli. For io such a community us 
ours, composed of ail denominations ol 
Christians and of Jews, it is very evident 
that all cannot belittve alike, and slili more 
evident that no single church is entitled to 
instruct tbe youth ot other churches in ber 
own peculiar views of divine truth. As 
ciUJSeos ol tbe ooumty, all wbo bear their 
shire of tbe country's turdens are entitled to 
their share of its benefitb and profits, and if 
the leaching of ihe BiDle ihoold ba found to 
interfere with the enjoymett of tbe common 
privil-ge, then tbo Bible musi be excluded. 
So men reason, and so ihe Sine will pro- 
bably say, we shull secure the rolling ol 
that upou wbieh all are agreed — tin teuching 
of the principles of common morality and ol 
en education exclusively Htcular— -and shall 
leave the special religious intttutiion 
to Ibe church, the family and tho bunt a y 
Bcbool. And provided Ihe church be awa_. 
to ber duty, we dread Dot the chaogo nor 
fear its oonsequences. Lei us by all moans 
unite on tbe basis of common morality und 
an education purely secular if we cannol do 
so justly and conscientiously on any other, 
and so lei all b.iva perltcl liberty and the 
eqjiyment of perfect rights But what then ? 
Are ibe yoijth of Ihe country to grow np in 
ignorance of tho word of God and in care- 
lessness as to their icliiiious duties ? Is the 
Lext generation to bo a CJodless one, clever, 
quick ol brain and full of power, bat ignor- 
ant of tbe loar ol God and destitute of rever- 
ence for the Supreme? CJod lorbid ! lor a 
greater mia'orlune tbiin this could scarcely 
overtake the land, For educate the Intellect 
ic purely secular knowledge as hi«hiy as you 
May, eul ivalo Ihe brain as much as you 
please und yet loave tho .-oul untouched; leli 
the young nothing ol God and ol Christ, of 
imaoriulny and of heaven, and however 
keen and polished the intelleot, still you 
shall have but a very imparled lype of man- 
hood. But lei there be earnestness in tbe 
cbumh, piety iu the family and activity aod 
Christian intelligence in the Suoduy school, 
ard wo leave the rest to the Stain jib her 
special department." 

How it will he soon by referenco to tho 
regulations that there ib much enjoined 
in regurd to which tho various religious 
elements of society.in this colony at least, 
cannot reasonably bo expected to agree. 
The tendency of attempting to impart 
so decided a religious comploxi m U) 
our Common Sobools cannot bo doubt- 
ed. It w.ll givo a handle to those who 
h/vea loaning towurds denominational 
schools, while it will render impossible 
a united effort to establish the educun 
tional iufltitutiotis of the country upon 
a broad, national basis, evun amongst 
those earnestly aiming at so laudable 
an -object. To be plain, it is the in« 
Bcrlion of tho thin end of that eeo 



tariau wedge whiob. if unhappily driveu 
homo, must split into atoms our educa- 
tional sysiem. We may be reminded 
that although religious instruction and 
devotional oxereisos are looommondod, 
thoy are not made obligatory, that three 
is tho saving consoionco clause. Of all 
this we are perfeotly aware; but it by 
no means fully meets tho objection. 
Tho very distinction thus raised amoag 
children attouding tho samo school is, of 
itself, most undesirable. Besides, tho 
system ot having a portion of the pu-< 
pils ooming iu late and loading early, 
in order to avoid these religious exer- 
cises, is wholly incompatible with that 
regularity aud order so esseutial in 
schools. Moreover, tho provision by 
which 'The clergy of any persuasion 
shall have the right to give religious 
instruction to tho pupils of their own 
Churcn iu ouch Common School at least 
once a week, at the hour of half-past 
three in tho afternoon,! is open to obj ;c- 
tion. Let up see how this arrangement 
would opcrato in this city : Assuming 
that tho clergy would zeulou->ly avail 
themsolves of the opening thus present- 
ed, and confining the view to tbo four 
principal Christian denominations ro_ 
presented here, there would be four 
days out of tho live during which a 
clergyman would call at the Common 
School for tho purposo of imparting re- 
ligious instruction to ths lambs of his 
flock and, possibly, any lamDsho might 
bo able to lure or steal from other folds ! 
Say that this instruction oocupiod ono 
hour, or, in tho oaso of a zealous, long- 
winded soul, two hours, would not tho 
pupils regard with feelings o:hor than 
pleasurable theso weekly visitations? 
Would not thoir clergyman oome to be 
regarded as a boro, an enemy, keeping 
them an extra hour or two from their 
game of bail, or their outdoor frolio ? 
Is it after five hours aud a half of con- 
fineuiout and perplexing study that tho 
precepts and doctrines ot religion, to 
which the uatural mind is averis, will 
be roost likely to gain a lodgement in the 
youthlul heart? It would, indeed, be 
difficult to present religion undor moro 
unfavorable conditions. It would be 
diflioult to conceive a policy better caU 
culated to implant in the youthlul mind 
an utter distasto lor religion and its 
teaoiiers.
